on January 5th

question, bnf it w as determined by the 
powers that be in the bouse that such 
vote should be taken. 
it is not a nice Christmas present to 
give out to flu1 men who are in close 
districts and w hose election tw o years 
from now may be determined by the 
vote they cast for or against the pro­ 
hibition amendment. 
There is no possibility that the pro­ 
hibition amendment could pass by a 
i vo-thirds vote in tile house, and even 
if it did pass the h o u se ii would prob­ 
ably not pass in the senate, especially 
when there is so little time for public 
business afforded by tlit* short session. 
Many members of congress think that 
ii is merely a political ploy bringing 
forward prohibition at this time, and 
there is considerable hitler feeling e x ­ 
p re sse d among mend ers of Hie house 
who believe that they will be seriously 
affected personally by a vote on tin 
liquor question. 


Will Be R em em bered. 
It is (rile also flirt a vote is to be 
taken on the woman suffrage am end­ 
ment. but it will not make much dif­ 
ference in the political fortunes of 
members how they tote on that ques­ 
tion. 
Ail who are in doubtful dis­ 
tricts or where there is a strong w o­ 
man suffrage sentiment can vote for 
the suffrage proposition without any 
fear that it will affect them political­ 
ly. 
B ren those w ho vote against w o­ 
man suffrage will not he in danger by 
reason of easting such a vote. 
This 
was shown in the last election, when 
nearly every man who w as “marked 
for slaughter" by the suffragists was 
re-elected. 
But with tile liquor question it is en­ 
tirely different. 
The prohibitionists 
will remember the men v. ho voted 
against the amendment. 
The liquor 
interests xviii rem* liber the men who 
voted for it. 
Tw o years will not be 
long enough for these deeply interest­ 
ed people to forge I how men Toted on 
sudh an important question. 
The eft 
feet of the vote on the prohibition 
amendment will be show n in the elec­ 
tion tw o years hence. 


W ashington Fears Prohibition. 
A large part of the city of W ashing­ 
ton, particularly that part which does 
not believe in prohibition, fears that 
prohibition may be voted upon the 
District of Columbia, by the national 
Congress almost any time. A few years 
ago a very drastic liquor law w as pass­ 
ed by tin- senate. 
It, w as modified in 
Conference before it becam e a law, but 
ever since it became .a law' there have 
been attempts by the liquor interests 
to get around it. 
The administration 
of tin' law has not been carried out in 
good i.lith. 
T he iinsult has been as it 
alw ays is in sin h eases, and now the 
promoters of that law art- bending 
every energy toward total prohibition 
in Washington. 
And the probabilities 
are that they will be successful in it. 


H .s S elf A ppointed Task. 
Congressman F ivar of Wisconsin has 
appointed himself the general critic of 
river and harbor appropriations and is 
constantly on the job. 
Ho took tile 
first opportunity that w as afforded ut 
t Ik * beginning of the short session to 
reiterate w hat lie had said before and 
to add much more materia! to the anti- 
pork barrel propaganda.

VOTE ON LiOUOR 
CAUSES TROUBLE 


May Moan Dsfeat For Many 


Congressmen. 


ENEMIES ON BOTH SIDES. 


Little Chance of Amendment Becoming 
Law— District of Columbia, However, 
May Go In Prohibition Column—Vote 
on Suffrage Amendment Will Have 
Little Political Effect, 


Ey A R T H U R W. DUNN. 
Washington, Dec. 22. — I Special.] — 
Members of the house of ropietjeutn- 
tives do not relish the idea of going 
tip against a vote on tile prohibition 
question, but it was determined by the 
powers that be in the house that such 
vote should be taken. 
It is not a nice ('bi ast mss present to 
give out to the men who are in close 
districts and whose election two years 
from now may bo determined by the 
vote they east for or against the pro­ 
hibition amendment. 
There is no possibility that the pro­ 
hibition amendment could pass by a 
two-thirds vote in the house, and even 
if it <11*1 pass the house it would prob­ 
ably not pass Iii the senate, especially 
when there is so little time for public 
business afforded by the short session. 
Many members of congress think that 
it is merely a political play bringing 
forward prohibition at this time, and 
there is considerable bitter feeling ex­ 
pressed among members of tin* house 
who believe that they will be seriously 
affected personally by a vote on the 
liquor question. 
Wdl Be Remembered. 
It is true also that a vote is to be 
taken on the woman suffrage amend­ 
ment, but it will not make much dif­ 
ference in the political fortunes of 
me in liers how they lute on that ques­ 
tion. 
All who are in doubtful dis­ 
tricts or where there is a strong wo­ 
man suffrage sentiment can vote for 
the suffrage proposition without any 
fear that it will affect them political­ 
ly. 
Even those who vote against wo­ 
man suffrage will not lie in danger by 
reason of casting such a vote. 
This 
was shown in the last election, when 
nearly every man who was “marked 
for slaughter” by the suffragists was 
re-elected. 
But with the liquor question it is en­ 
tirely different. 
The prohibitionists 
will remember tile men w ho voted 
against the amendment. 
The liquor 
interests will remember the men who 
voted for it. 
Two years will not be 
long enough for tfiese deeply interest­ 
ed people to forget how men voted, on 
such an Important question. 
The oil 
feet of the vote on the prohibition 
amendment will 1*‘ shown in the elec­ 
tion two years hence. 
Washington Fears Prohibition. 
A large part of the city of Washing­ 
ton, particularly that part which does 
not believe in prohibition, fears that 
prohibition may he voted upon the 
District of Columbia by the national 
Congress almost any time. A few years 
ago a very drastic liquor law was pass­ 
ed by the senate. 
It was modified in 
conference before it became a law, but 
ever since it became a law there have 
been attempts by the liquor interests 
to get around it. 
The administration 
of the law has not been carried out in 
good faith. 
The result has been as It 
always is in such eases, and now the 
promoters of that law are bending 
every energy toward total prohibition 
in Washington. 
And the probabilities 
ar© that they will be successful in it. 
His Self Appointed Task. 
Congressman E m ir of Wisconsin has 
appointed himself the general critic of 
river and harbor appropriations and is 
constantly on the Job. 
Ile took the 
first opportunity that was afforded ut 
the beginning of the short session to 
reiterate what he had said before and 
to add much more material to the anti- 
ixirk barrel propaganda. 
His speech 
was the opening gun against a river 
ami harbor bill at this session. 


Vindicated Themselves.

Senator 
(in I linger of 
New 
Hampshire 
remarked: 
“I luring 
my 
term of service in the senate I have 
twice been called before committees In 
the senate that wore investigating it­ 
self. 
I believe I was on oath on both 
occasions to give testimony that I had 
not been guilty of something that had 
beep charme l pi (bv. now.:.a.or?.” 


The investigations which 
Senator 
Oullinger referred to never amounted 
to anything, ami few jieople rec ollect 
what they were nix nit. 


Bathing or Swimming. 
During discussion of the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill Congress­ 
man Mondell was advocating liberal 
appropriations for the establishment of 
a bathing beach for the i«eople of 
Washington. 
“I happen to he the father of a young 
son." said tile Wyoming congressman, 
"who is ambitious in the direction of 
faithing in something lies kl cs u bath­ 
tub, an small boys generally are. 
Ile 
lins lx*en chased out *>f Hock (’reek 
park on the ground that the creek was 
not a proper place for him to bathe.” 
“That Isn't bathing; that’s swim­ 
ming,” remarked Congressman Camp­ 
bell of Kansas, who can remember 
flint no small boy ever bathes, hut goes 
in swimming.
